Melville C: Day’s Portrait by H. 
Winthrop Peirce 


A few classmates have presented to 
Phillips Academy an admirable half- 
length oil-painting of Mr. Day. They 
were fortunate in their artist. To 
draw a speaking likeness of a person 
he had never seen was his task. 
Harder yet was .it, without a sitter 
01 a sitting, to create a dignified and 
distinguished portrait of the absent 
donor.. With a, stroke akin to genius 
Mr, Peirce has done both. “It is the 
man himself,” exclaimed one of Mr. 
Day’s Roman friends. 

Mr. ‘Peirce undertook the work 
with misgivings. He began with two 
photographs, taken almost twenty 
years ago. From one he drew the 
head, from the other the figures The 
different points of view in these 
models, required him to re-sketch the 
figure and alter the hands. His sub- 
ject’s physique and personality had 
to emerge by degrees from a cloud 
of contradictions. A new photo- 
graph, from Mr. Day, received late 
in August, threatened new complica- 
tions. From this, however, aided by 
sympathetic criticism, the indom- 
itable artist before Founders Day had 
wrought feature by feature, the fin- 
ished painting. 

Mr. Peirce has given, very proper- 
ly, a Roman atmosphere to his work. 
Mr. Day is standing in a room hung 
with old tapestries. Their long lines 
continue the lines of the impressive 
fur-trimmed overcoat, dignifying the 
figure and harmonizing the composi- 
tion. In the background is the Ro- 
man god of boundaries, conventional- 
ized. Here the artist has adapted a 
design of Holbein from the border of 
the engraving of Erasmus. The 


golden tone of the canvas matches | 


the renaissance symbolism of prop- 
erty and generosity. In force and 
spirit the figure is Roman. In 
thoughtfulness, refinement and be- 
nignity it is American.

County Efficiency 


By those who are familiar with the 
trend of affairs in Essex County for 


_| the past fifteen years, the suggestion 


that the following constitutes the 
funny column of the Townsman, as 
it did a part of the funny column of 
the Boston Globe last Sunday; will 
be thoroughly understood. Under 
the heading “Is County Government 
in Massachusetts Efficient?” the Sun- 
day Globe conducted one of its very 
interesting symposiums in its latest 
issue, and carried as one of the con- 
tributions to that symposium a com- 
munication from the most recently 
elected member of the Board of 
County Commissioners of Essex 
Cotinty. Mr. Grosvenor headed his 
article, “Very Efficient in One County 
at Least,” and as jin the case with 
most effective debaters, opene 
proof of that statement with his 
strongest claim. We commend the 
first paragraph to the especial atten- 
tion of our readers as the particular 
basis which the Commissioners have 
for believing that county government 
in Essex County is efficient, 

We trust that our readers will di- 
gest the article by Mr. Grosvenor 
very carefully, because there is little 
doubt but that considerable evidence 
will be introduced within the next 
few months to prove that the most 
inefficient form of government now 
rampant in Massachusetts is that ren- 
dered by the various county commis- 
sions. 

Incidentally, one little bit of evi- 
dence which Mr. Grosvenor fails to 
bring to the attention of hig readers 
as further proof of the effectiveness 
ot county government in Essex 
County is contained in the following 
significant figures showing the county 
debt in Essex County for the last 
fifteen years. 

In 1897. None 

In 1902 $400,000 
In 1907 $849,000 
In 1912 $1,240,000 

A further bit of evidence is con- 
tained in the following statement of 
the county tax which the town of An- 
dover was obliged to pay in the same 


years. 
In 1897, $4,486.87 
In 1902, $4,654.38 
In 1907, $7,150.39 
In 1912, $11,343.15 
As a defender of the faith, our 
friend Mr. Grosvenor is not nearly 
as effective as he is when he is prov- 
ing his ability as a politician to so 
successfully dispense the different 
forms of patronage in Essex County 
as to give him a plurality of 8000 in 
a trying political year. z 
Here endeth the first chapter of 
“county efficiency,” and here follow- 
eth Mr. Grosvenor’s article. 

“Are our county Governments 
efficient, and only half a thousand 
words to prove the case, is surely 
a considerable task. I have been 
one of the three County Commis- 
sioners for the County of Essex 
a little over six years, and a few 
weeks ago was returned for the 
third time, with a plurality of 
over 8000 votes. This I con- 
sidered not only flattering to my- 
self, but a most decided indorse- 
ment of the work of the board, 
and so far as Essex County goes, 

I answer for my colleagues and 
myself, emphatically, yes! 

“In this instance I shall con- 
sider as the county government 
the business end of this great cor- 
poration, made up as it is of 
nearly 500,000 people, covering 
an area of over 500 square miles, 
divided into twenty-seven towns 
and seven cities, with a_ total 
valuation of over $525,000,000. 

“In the management of county 
affairs the County Commission- 
ers’ and the County Treasurer’s 
offices are closely allied. The law 
says that except in certain in- 
stances, connected with . the 
courts, the treasurer shall pay 
out no moneys without an order 
drawn and signed by the Cotinty 
Commissioners. The County Com- 
missioners shall each year pre- 
pare estimates and expenditures 
for the ensuing year, which. are 
submitted to the General Court 
and on which is based the annual 
tax levy as authorized by the 
Legislature. 

“In 1907 the tax rate in Essex 
County was $1.10 (per $1000 valu- 
ation); in 1913 the rate was $1.16, 
and this produced $613,000 for 
the annual budget. The popula- 
fion of the county since 1907 has

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increased about 24 per cent. The 
valuation in 1907 was approxi- 
mately $319,000,000, and during 
the past six years the valuation 
has increased 65 per cent, or to 
over $525,000,000. During this 
period, by special enactments of 
the Legislature, fourteen highway 
bridges have been taken frem 
the cities and towns and put in 
charge of the county, Of these 
bridges many have been rebuilt, 
all have been extensively repaired 
and some are yet tobe rebuilt, but 
all are safe for travel and in good 
condition at the present time. 
A new Registry and Probate Court 
Building has been erected in Sa- 
lem; the Courthouse extensively 
altered and repaired; new bridges 
and some highways constructed, 
and all together over’ $1,250,000 
have been expended in this spe- 
cial work since I came on the 
board. 

“Every contract has been most 
carefully ‘watched and inspected 
by our engineers, and in no in- 
stance has it been necessary to 
ask for extra money, all contracts 
having been completed well with- 
in the limits set by the appropria- 
tions authotized by the Legis- 
lature. 

“In the past five years the 
County Treasurer has received 
and paid out, on ‘order of the 
County Commissioners and other- 
wise, as noted above, $7,040,- 
755.54. During this time the 
amount required for consistent 
and efficient county progress has 
increased annually. As citizens, 
we all have almost learned to ex- 
pect this in these times, for every 
day, everyone seems to want 
more and to demand ‘more, and 
the County. Commissioners of 
Essex County feel that if, for 
every dollar expended by them in 
behalf of the county, the mem- 

« bers of this. big Essex family re- 
ceived 100 cents in honest value, 
they have at least given full 
measure of efficiency on produc- 
tion. ‘ 

“Now for the administrative 
end of the efficiency problem, or 
as our manufacturing friends term 
it, ‘the overhead.’ Eliminating 
the salaries of the County Com- 
missioners and Treasurer, the 
clerical-assistance employed in 
our offices for the past five years 
in handling this large sum of 
money—over $7,000,000 — could 
have been more than paid by the 
interest allowed us by the banks 
on our daily balances. But as 
this is hardly a fair way to figure 
it, I will include the «salaries of 
the administrative heads, the 
commissioners and treasurer and 
add in the cost of the clerical 
assistance, which makes the total 
Staff expense for the five years 
considerably less than 1 per cent. 
Am I not, therefore justified in 
answering ‘Yes’ to the question, 
Are our county governments ef- 
ficient? Where can you find any 
great business with the ‘over- 
head’ equally low?

All the works on the program were 
superbly played. Mr. Grisez’s play- 
ing of the clarinet, both in tone and 
nuance, was a constant source of 
delight. The horn palenieay-sasee 
ally that in the adagio in the Septet, 
—were played wjth distinction, As 
for;:the bassoon,. those who could 
discern its tones, less conspicuous 
and less commonly known than those 
of the two other wind instruments, 
had a rare opportunity for intimacy 
with that rather wary instrument. 
Mr. Theodorowicz’s part as first 
violinist in string section, was played 
as he always plays, most beautifully 
and expressively. The other strings 
were admirable. Mr, Kunze, double 
bass, was conspicuous for the delicacy 
and precision of his playing. He is 
the head of the double bass section 
in the orchestra. 

Of the works performed the Schu- 
bert Octet was particularly interest- 
ing as suggesting other works by this 
composer. In the first movement the 
Rosamund overture comes clearly to 
mind, and in the last movement there 
is an entrancing call on the horn 
almost identical with the one in the 
Unfinished Symphony which creates 
such a profound impression — that of 
deep calling unto deep. In both cases 
the interval employed is that of an 
octave, Perhaps the most surprising 
aspect in the Octet was the tragic 
quality present in the Andante of the 
last movement of the Octet. We are 
prone to regard Schubert as merely 
lyrie in, style; but he could be drama- 
tic as well. And again, we tend to 
regard him chiefly as a great melo- 
dist; but the harmonic transitions in 
the Octet are evidence of his emi- 
nence among the great harmonists. 
It was a concert long to be remem- 
bered, A number of musicians came 
from Boston to hear it. 

The next concert in the series will 
be a piano recital on Saturday after- 
noon, January 17th.

“How I. Spent My Million,” a Christ- 
mas story by Edgar Park, author of 
“The Man Who Missed Christmas,” 
etc., etc. The Pilgrim Press, Bos- 
ton.

In Memoriam 


dignified and courtly —a_ gentleman 


“Timothy Abbott, tall,, straight, 


of the old school” — writes one after 


a chance meeting of ten minutes, 


“I always loved him,” is the tribute | 


of a man who drives by the “Old 
Abbot Homestead” almost daily, and 
often chatted with him, and as we 


think over his relations with his fel- | 


lowmen, it seems not “exaggeration 


}to quote in regard to him— 


“None knew thee but to love thee, 
None named thee but to praise.” 
The seventh child of James Abbott 
who was born in the Scotland dis- 
trict, and Mary Foster of Greenfield, 
N. H., he was one of five sisters and 
three brothers, five of whom lived be- 
yond the allotted three aches years 
and ten. 


In ‘1857, he married Sarah Louisa 
Endicott of Beverly who died in 1862, 
and at the age of ninety years and 
four months he was laid beside his 
wife and little daughter, Anna Lotisa, 
in the South Church cemetery, 

A man of simple tastes, of quiet 
speech and manner, of kindly sym- 
pathetic nature, whose great heart 
made him delight to be called “Uncle 
Timothy” not only by his immediate 
family, but by any one who cared to 
call him so. 

One of his Central street Feeds 
at whose home he was accustomed to 
“drop in” on his way to town says 
that as he walked along the street 
with his hands behind him—a char- 
acteristic attitude—he looked the 
soul of integrity, an example for the 
young men of this generation. 

He was a lover of nature, of the 
woods and fields and flowers. In 
their season, he brought in to his 
sisters from the meadow the arethusa 
and the pitcher. plant from ‘ the 
hay field, the habenaria, later the 
butterfly weed, and in the early fall 
the fringed gentian. An old letter 
from a Beverly friend of his’ sisters 
speaks of his bringing in a bunch of 
blue gentian to her with the remark 
that he thought that the morning 
stars must have seen them as they 
sang together. She said she thought 
the remark so “prettie” that she had 
never forgotten it. 

He took great interest in his hens 
and pigeons, and one was reminded 
of St. Mark’s at Venice as he stood 
among: them scattering the corn. He 
was accustomed to ask if we knew of 
anyone who would enjoy a squab, and 
many a delicate appetite was tempted 
by one of his plump, carefully dressed 


A} birds. - 


He was a famous driver of oxen 
from the days when with the ther- 
mometer far below zero, and the 
wagon wheels creaking their com- 
plaint on the dry snow of the hard 
trodden roads, they started at three | 
o'clock in the morning to haul a load 
of ship timber to Beverly, or later, |

before the ox was supplanted by the! 


horse in the work of the farm, ‘he 
paced in front of his ox team, and 
then turned around and patiently 
waited for them to catch up. 

He loved young people, loved to ‘be 
with them and to be a part of their 
good times, adding to the zest of the 
coasting party by doubling up his tall 
frame on the fast flying double ruan- 
ner, or snow-balling with- the boys 
and if they proved too aggressive 
coofing their ardor by washing their 
faces in the snow, by taking them out 
in a boat on the Shawsheen for pond 
lilies, or at the family wedding, smil- 
ing good-naturedly as they showered 
his silvery hair and his ice cream 
with confetti. 

The last of his generation, he filled 
a large place in the hearts of the pre- 
sent generation. His “long day” 
ended December 12, 1913, and fhe 
service was held on Sunday, Dec- 
ember 14, at 2.30 o’clock, at the “Old 
Abbot Homestead” where he had 
spent the whole of his life. 

The service was conducted by Rev. 
E, ‘Victor Bigelow, assisted by Rev. 
Frederick A. Wilson, The Arlington 
Mills quartette of Haverhill sang, 
“God will take care of you,” “Face to 
face,” and “Nearer, my God, to Thee.” 

He leaves a nephew, Edgar Holt of 
Chicago, another, Charles Hartwell 
Holt of Buena Vista, Colorado, and 
Elizabeth Punchard Pratt, and her 
children, James) Jewett Abbott and 
his family, and Mary Alice Abbot of 
Andover, all of whom feel that they 
have been left a rich inheritance in 
his sterling qualities of manhood.

Sandell was a son of a Presbyterian 
minister. There were 150 beds in the 
building, of which forty-five were oc- 
cupied by the employes of the Salva- 
tion Army.
